Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-7: The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a timing 
device for visually determining the passage of a preselected period of time comprising a redox 
couple containing a redox indicator in combination with a reactable metal ion, said redox couple 
deposed within a matrix in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

Regarding claim 8: The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a method for 
determining when a consumer product has reached an end to its useful shelflife comprising a 
redox couple containing and a reactable metal ion, said redox couple deposed within a matrix in 
combination with the remaining limitations of the claims
